ANNUAL REPORT 
OF PALATINE 
IS PUBLISHED 


Deficiency is Over $36,000 
Receipt of Taxes Will 
Lessen That Amount 


Fred Koerber Says 
He Scoi 'es One 
Over T. C. Hart 


The bad news, “the village finan­ 
cial situation” is out, but it is not 
as bad as it might have been and 
when all of the taxes are paid, the 
“patient” will improve. 
The an­ 
nual report of A. G. Smith, village 
treasurer, was presented to the vil­ 
lage board this week and ordered 
pu dished in the Palatine Enter­ 
prise. 
It shows a total expendi­ 
ture of $27,565.58, anticipation war­ 
rants outstanding of $24,019.58 and 
unpaid bills of over $12,000. Since 
its compilation, the taxes for 1928, 
amounting to about $415,000 have 
been received and the treasurer is 
looking forward to the receipt of 
the 1929 taxes before the first of 
the year. 
These taxes are past due and 
therefor the overdraft is in reality 
only $6,000 in place of the $36,000 
as shown in the report. The erec­ 
tion of the new municipal building 
called for the expenditure of a con­ 
siderable sum of money in excess to 
the bond issue. This amount must 
| be paid out of the general fund, 
I necessarily exceeding the available 
* funds. So in reality Palatine is in 
' excellent financial condition, al- 
! though there will still be 
a long 
* period of economy facing the vari- 
* ous departments of the village. The 
annual report of the treasurer in 
condensed form will be found on 
page three. 


The Palatine board of trustees 
met Monday evening and passed 
the annual appropriation ordinance, 
the total of which was $36,625. This 
is an amount considerably less than 
last year, but it represents the mag­ 
nitude of the business of the village. 
The 
greatest 
expense 
of 
the 
village 
is 
the 
operation 
of 
the fire and water devilm ent, 
which, however, does not cost the 
tax payers very much because it is 
self supporting. 
Thus the $9,200 
alloted to that fund can be forgot­ 
ten. The police and light depart­ 
ments take a similar amount, but 
the lion’s share goes for electric 
lights for our streets. The $2,000 
for the streets and drainage is met 
by the receipts for vehicle licenses. 
The $2,000 for the library comes 
from a special library tax, so that 
does not call for any outlay from 
the 
v i l l a g e 
corporate 
fund. 
Eighteen hundred dollars is allow­ 
ed for sidewalks, an expenditure 
that is growing less each year, and 
will automatically cease. 
Local tax payers whq have spec­ 
ial assessments to pay, may find 
some comfort in the fact that the 
village is in the same position and 
will pay $1,100 for that purpose the 
coming year. The official ordinance 
will be found on .page three of this 
issue.

In the two previous weeks 
we 
visited the m em orials on the N orth 
and W est Sides. 
Today we will 
visit the South Side and sta rt our 
tour in Jackson Park, where we 
visit the statue “Republic.” 
This 
is a memorial to the W orld’s Co­ 
lumbian Exposition. 
It rises to a 
height of 24 feet, in gilded bronze, 
and is an exact replica of the sixty- 
foot original which stood in the 
Court of Honor a t the Exposition. 
This is the work of Henry Bacon. 
Leaving Jackson P ark we travel 
w est on the Midway to W ashington 
Park, where we find the Fountain 
of Time, near Cottage Grove ave­ 
nue, by Chicago’s sculptor, Lorado 
Mw T aft. 
It m easures 
over 
120 
feet in length with over IOO figures 
in procession. 
Time is expressed 
in a m ighty figure, leaning upon his 
staff, as he watches the endless 
m ultitude hurrying and crowding 
tow ard a goal they canont see. This 
is not a m em orial but is 
an out­ 
standing work of a rt 
and 
well 
w orth visiting. 
In this same park we find a mon­ 
um ent to George W ashington. 
It 
is an equestrian statue, and an ex­ 
act replica of the one in the Place 
de Jena, Paris. 
It is one of the 
outstanding works of Daniel Ches­ 
ter French. 
A t the foot of Drexel boulevard, 
and 51st street, we find a bronze 
statue of Anthony Drexel. 
This 
was presented to Chicago in 1833, 
by the Drexel fam ily of Philadel­ 
phia, for whom the 
street 
was 
named. This is the work of H enry 
Munger. 
The earliest sculptured monu­ 
m ent in Chicago is the mem orial to 
Stephen A. Douglas, 
erected 
in 
1879, a t 35th street and Lake Park 
avenue. It is a tall granite shaft, 
surm ounted by a bronze statue of 
Douglas. 
This m onum ent is situ­ 
ated in a very beautiful little park, 
which a t one tim e was owned by 
Stephen Douglas. 
This monument 
was designed by Leonard W. Volk. 
The m onum ent which very likely 
means m ore to Chicago than any 
other is the F o rt Dearborn M as­ 
sacre monument, situated a t 18th 
street and the Lake, and m arks the 
spot where in 1812, sixty-tw o of a 
party of 98, w ere slaughtered when 
they attem pted to 
retreat from 
F ort Dearoorn, which was beset by 
Indians. The sculptor of this mon­ 
um ent was Karl Rohl-Smith. 
The w riter of th is column would 
appreciate suggestions from read­ 
ers on tours they would like to 
have w ritten up.

FARMERS RISE 
IN PROTEST 


Property Valued at Hun­ 
dreds of Dollars Stolen 
in Few Weeks 


In an effort to bring to n halt 
the wholesale stealing that 
has 
been carried on in the rural 
dis­ 
tricts throughout Kane county dur­ 
ing tho last three weeks. The Farm ­ 
e r’s Protective A sso cia tio n of the 
countv held a meeting at Geneva 
Tuesday night. 
The county Farm 
Advisor, IL P. 
Kelley, 
revealed 
th a t robberies of 
calved, 
cows, 
chickens, hogs, tra in s and 
other 
farm produce amounted to hund­ 
reds of dollars in a brief period of 
tw enty days. 
Over fifty farm ers 
have addressed complaints to au­ 
thorities, and have asked for po- 
tection against what is apparently 
an organized clique of rural band­ 
itry. 
The bandits are believed to be us­ 
ing a fast light truck which they 
stealthily slip into 
the 
hamlets, 
load up, and make their exit in min­ 
ute man fashion. 
Farm ers Must Help 
Believing that the only effective 
way to combat so grave a problem 
of lawlessness is through the aid 
of the farm ers themselves police 
officials have solicited the co-oper­ 
ation o f the entire rural population 
of the county. 
It was pointed out 
at the meeting that to obtain sure 
relief every farm er m ust feel it 
incumbent upon himself to report 
immediately to the Sheriff’s office 
any and every evidence of thievery. 
Only by so doing, it was declared, 
could the marauders be run down 
and such depredations ended. 
Du Page .Oso Suffers 
Nor are these 
rural 
robberies 
confined alone to Kane county. Re­ 
ports from surrounding localities 
indicated th at the condition was 
general. 
Many 
farm ers in Lin­ 
kage, Lake, and McHenry counties 
have 
suffered 
severe

grains and livestock. 
Protection, 
it is believed, lies in vigilance and 
co-operation of police forces and 
the farmers.

Benefits in New Tariff 


That the Elgin 
Watch 
factory \ 
and the watch business in America | 
in general will profit by the new i 
tariff bill recently put through con­ 
gress and 
signed 
by 
President : 
Hoover Tuesday, is the belief of El- I 
gin officials. 
It is alleged that the older tariff 
which was passed in 1922 permitted J 
foreign made watches to enter this I 
country at low rates which, by over 
stocking the m arket wrought great 
injury to the watch business and 
especially to the labor employed in j 
watch 
manufacture. 
The 
Elgin 
factory, which is the largest in the j 
United States, was harmed enorm- I 
ously in this respect. 
At normal capacity 
the 
Elgin 
watch works employs in the neigh- ; 
borhood of 3,300 men and women 
and produces about 3,500 watches j 
a day. 
The present tariff rates on 
watches are considerably higher 
and are expected to prevent the in­ 
flux into this country 
of 
foreign 
made watches. This, it is declared, 
will lend greater stability to em ­ 
ployment in the watch industry and 
quite logically will tend to greater i 
increases in business profits, all of | 
which seems to be consistent with 
American individualism. 
It is interesting to note that both 
houses of congress 
spent sixteen 
months framing the present tariff 
and deserve the popular commenda­ 
tion in virtue of their dispatch.

BUILD TUNNEL 
UNDER HIWAY 
AND RAILROAD 


Sewer Job Involves Some 
Interesting Engineer­ 
ing Feats 


A difficult and interesting piece 
of engineering work is the putting 
through 
of 
a tunnel under the 
Northwest highway and the North 
Western railroad embankment, op­ 
posite the site of the 
treatment 
plant east of Arlington Heights, 
ana a few rods west of the present 
creek. 
By hand digging, pits were dug 
on each side of the pavement slab. 
The excavation is lined with heavy 
plank with massive screw brace 
rods. On a depth of about 20 feet 
below the pavement, on each side 
were built round sections of con­ 
crete tunnel, with a 72 inch inside 
diameter, and walls 30 inches thick 
on the bottom shading to 24 inches 
thick on the sides and top. 
On 
top of these rest massive wooden 
props, holding timbers supporting 
the pavement slab, while the earth 
is entirely 
removed 
underneath, 
and is being dug out by nanu lur a 
similar piece of tunnel. Two men 
dig the wet gray clay like cheese, 
and throw it up on a platform. A 
third man shovels it off into a huge 
bucket, holding about a wheelbar­ 
row load, and running on a small 
truck on a track through the tun­ 
nel. Another fourth man runs this 
underground railroad and attaches 
the buckets to the hoist which will 
dump the bucket loads on a truck 
or on a wheel barrow for removal 
to the side of the 
road. 
Pumps 
keep ground water from interfer­ 
ing with the work. 
This tunnel is to 
be extended

Property Valued at Hun 
dreds of Dollars Stolen 
in Few Weeks 


In an effort to bring to a halt 
the wholesale stealing that 
has 
been carried on in the rural 
dis­ 
tricts throughout Kane county dur­ 
ing the last three weeks. The Farm­ 
er’s Protective Association of the 
county held a meeting at Geneva 
Tuesday night. The county Farm 
Advisor, H. P. 
Kelley, 
revealed 
that robberies of 
calves, 
cows, 
chickens, hogs, grains and 
other 
farm produce amounted to hund­ 
reds of dollars in a brief period of 
twenty days. 
Over fifty farmers 
have addressed complaints to au­ 
thorities, and have asked for po- 
tection against what is apparency 
an organized clique of rural band­ 
itry. 
The bandits are believed to be us­ 
ing a fast light truck which they 
stealthily slip into the 
barnlots, 
load up, and make then* exit in min­ 
ute mart fashion. 
Farmers Must Help 
Believing that the only effective 
way to combat so grave a problem 
of lawlessness is through the aid 
of the farmers themselves police 
officials have solicited the co-oper­ 
ation of the entire rural population 
of the county. It was pointed out 
at the meeting that to obtain sure 
relief every farmer must feel it 
incumbent upon himself to report 
immediately to the Sheriff’s office 
any and every evidence of thievery. 
Only by so doing, it was declared, 
could tne marauders be run down 
and such depredations ended. 
DuPage AJso Suffers 
Nor are these 
rural 
robberies 
confined alone to Kane county. Re­ 
ports from surrounding localities 
indicated that the condition was 
general. 
Many 
farmers in Du­ 
page, Lake, and McHenry counties 
have 
suffered severe losses 
in 
grains and livestock. 
Protection, 
it is believed, lies in vigilance and 
co-operation of police forces and 
the farmers.
